P the warmest sympathy of the Whig party,

sen, of keeping ourselves free from all entan-

g wlliances with foreign couutries, and of
wver quitiing our own to stand upon foreign
grommd. That our mission as a republic is not to
propagate onr opinions, or impose on other coun-
trles our form of governwent by artifice or force,
but to teach by example, and show, by our suc-
vess, moderation, and justice, the blessings of
solf-government and the advantages of free in-
stitutions.

4. That where the people make and control the
government, they should obey its constitution,
laws, sud treatics, as they would retain their self-
respeet and the respect which they claim and
will enforce from fopeign powers.

6. Government should be condueted upon prin-
eliles of the strictest economy, and revenue suf-
ficlent for the expenses thereof, in time of peace,
aught to bo mainly derived from a duty on im-
ports, and not from tlirect taxes ; and in levying
such daties, sound policy requires a just diserimi-
pation, and protection from fraud by specific du-
ties when prooticable, whereby sunitable encour-
sgement may be assured to American industry,
cqually to all classes aud to all portions of the |
country.

6. The constitution vests in Congress the power
t) gpen nnd repair harbors, and remove obstrue-
tions from navigable rivers; and it is expedient
that Congress should exercise that power, when-
eter puch umprovements are necessary for the common
defence, or for the protection and facility of
commerce with foreign nations or among the
Htates ; such improvements being, in every in-
gtance, national and general in their character.

7. The federal and State governments are parts
of one system, alike mecessary for the common
prosperity, peace, and security, and ought to be
regarded alike with a cordial, bhabitual, and
immovable attuekment. Respect for the author-
ity of each, and sequiesceuce in the constitu-
tional mensures of each, are duties required by
the plainest considerntions of nationsl, of State,
and of individual welfure.

#. The series of acts of the 31st Congress com-
monly kucwn as the Compromise or Adjustment
(tFe act for the recovery of fugitives from labor
iucluded) are received and acquiesced in by the
Whige of the United States as a final settlement,
in principle aud substance, of the subjects to
which they relate ; and, so far as these actd are
conefrned, wo will maintain them, and insist
on their strict enforcement, nutil time and ex-
perien®e ghall demonstrate the necessity of fur-
ther legislation, to gnard aguinst the evasion of
the laws on the one hand, and the abuse of their
powerson the other—not impairing their present
ficiency tu earry ont the requirements of the
stitution ; and we deprecate all further agita-
s of the guestions thus settied, as dangerons
o ovr peace, and will discountenance all efforts
‘0 couiinue  or renew such agitation, whenever,
wherever, or however made ; snd we will muin-
tiin this settlement ns essentiul to the nationality
of the VWhig party and the integrity of the Union.
